CITY’S POSITION ON THE

Councilman Davis Declares Proceed- 
ings Are Not Intended for Present 
Knowledge of the Public, and As- 
sembly Members Commence Secret 
Meeting. 


At a joint meeting of the railroad com- 
mittees of the Council and House of Dele- 
gates this morning, Elias Michael and a 
committee from the Business Men's League 
presented one ordinance which he suggested 
asa substitute for the three terminal ordi- 
nances now pe naiog in the municipal as- 
sembly. 

The new ordinance embodies the terms 
agreed upon between the Business Men's 
League and the Terminal Association, as 
follows, and prescribes that the ordinance 
shall not become effective until the payment 
of the $150,000 to the city by me Terminal 


* Association: 


1. To provide a through bill rs jading for 
St. Louls freight within 6 days. 

® To furnish terminal facilities on the 
west side of the river convenient to the 
business district of St. Louis; to expend 
not less than $1,000,000 in the next two 

ears for facilities for handling inbound 
freight from the East and freight originat- 
ing at St. Louis for the Wast, and to in- 
crease such facilities from time to time as 
may be necessary. 

%. To begin the erection of a Washington 
avenue passenger station within 30 day s af- 
¢#er the ordinances are accepted. 

4. To pay $150,007, known as the © lark av- 
enue bridge fund, into the city treasury. 

5. To contribute $250,000 toward establish- 
ing Union Station Park. 

6. To permit any railroad hereafter ener- 
4ng St. Louis to use the association's facil- 
ities on the same terms as those accorded 
the members.

IPROF. LANGLEY'S FAMOUS AIRSHIP A 
COMPLETE WRECK AFTER 


SHORT FLIGHT

TIDEWATER, Va. Oct. 7.—An unsuccess- 
ful attempt was made today to launch the 
Langley fiving machine. The airship moved 
about 100 yards, ‘then collapsed and a 
complete wreck. 

The machine at no time 
under its own motive power, 
with the momentum it received 
launching power. 

Prof. Manley, who was in the aerodrome, 
was not injured but he received a ducking. 
When the machine struck the water it dis- 
appeared, but only for a moment. 

The five empty conical-shaped floats per- 
formed thelr function well and the aero- 
drome was soon floating on the water. 

At the trial made Aug. 9, the machine 
did fiy, but became unmanageable 9 and 
landed at the bottom of the Potomac. 

The Langley airship has beet out of 
runge of inquisitive eyes, but at the last 
attempt to make it fly, its dimensions 
were seen. It is about 15 feet long from 
| stem to stern and nearly as diwe from tips 
‘of the wings. The body is composed main- 
lv of an intricate network of delicate steel] 
jrods, supporting the motor, boilers, cylin- 
ders and apparatus, extending to the pro- 
,pellers and steering gear. This portion con- 
ltains also the apparatus for balancing. 

Phe wings are about six feet long by four 

‘feet wide. They are made of the finest 
‘oil sk stretched over an exceedingly light 
‘but durable wooden weight. 
' When set for sailing they have a some 
whut tent-like form, being considerably 
lelevated in the center. Of these there are 
four, two on ach side 

Behind the front set of wings are sltuat- 
ed the two propellers, one on each side. 
These are of the finest steel and have tWo 
blades each about two feet long. The mo- 
which gnerates something )n excess 
of two-horse power, is stationed near the 
center of the body.

Prof. P. Langley was 
the ‘board of ordnance to experiment 
his fiyving machine for war purposes. With 
the amount of money at his disposal he 
built a new and larger machine tthan that 
with which he experimented two years ago. 
[t is to Langley that the world is indebted 
for the first real, scientific study of the 
problem of transit through the air. Langley 
gave vears to the observation of birds 
and their flight, and came to the econ- 
clusion that man mtst adopt their meth- 
ods {f he hoped for success. The old idea 
of obtaining a machine lighter than the 
air that would stay up of its own ac- 
cord was ubandoned; birds, he said. are 
heavier than the medium through which 
they fiy, and man, he decided, must learn 
from his Creator through the things he has 
created. 

This convinced him of the feasibility of 
constructing # machine that could fly by 
ils own power, and he set to work to build 
it. His first machine was designed to 
weigh 2% pounds and develop one horse- 
power, but when finished its weight had 
increased to #0 pounds, and yet it could 
not develop more than a fourth of the 
cailiculated power. Consequently it was 
abandoned. His second attempt went to 
the other extreme, and the finished mevh- 
anism welghed fewer than six pounds. 
Thére were two engines to be driven by 
compressed air, but the power again 
proved insufficient. Another failure was 
met with engines to use.carbonic acid gas 
Many attempts followed with steam en- 
gines. 

Now Prof. Langley depends upon 
air as his motive power.

The formal agreement for the sale of the 
Bethlehem steel plant was made in the 
name of J. P. Morgan & Co. and not in 
the name of Mr. Schwab. Why all of the 
blame for the transaction has been direct- 
ed against Mr. Schwab is a mystery to 
those familiar with the real facts in the 
case. 

It is said that the firm of J. P. Morgan 
& Co. figured in the ship building com- 
pany’s finances in other ways.
